A foreign visitor to Hankow who 
hhas just returned brought some very. 
interesting information relative to 
the troop movements along the 
Yangtze, Our informant — left] 
Shanghai 9 fortnight ago, just at| 
‘the time the Nanking Government 
were so indignantly repudiating the| 
alleged ‘“ramours” of war prepara- 
tions which had been published in.

In this skirmish 
some thirty soldiers were killed as 
well as five members of the Wu Chi 
Huei, although the latter claim that 
they are invulnerable. 

‘The explanation given is that the 
members of the Wu hi Huei were 
eating when the call to arms was 
sounded. These sive were so hunges 
that they took time to finish their 
mal and rushed off to battle with 
out swallowing the piece of paper 
fon which was written the charm to 
the Heavenly Father, ‘This charm 
is said to consist’ of illegible 
characters which the warrior must 
swallow before gving into battle. 

In some cases the charm consists 
of certain drug Ww lates 
the warrior into a fronay and, whilst 

this condition, the men make| 
dangerous foes. 

"The Wa Chi Huei have no rites, 
but depend on a long heavy knife 
attached to the six-foot pole which 
they carry, and, for this reason, no 
wounded soldiers come back from 
the battlefields. 

It Is recorded that Chang Chung- 
chang, when proceeding from Huan 
hsien to Ta Shin-tien, was surroun 
‘ed by the Wu Chi Huei on March 21 
and almost captured.

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A DARK CONTINENT 
NO MORE

The British Government’ has 
recently issued a blue book 
being the report of the “Com- 
mission on closer union of the 
Dependencies in Eastern and 
Central Africa.’ This is an 
important document for it 
defines what is to be the policy 
of Great Britain towards. the 
population of the mandated 
territories in what used to be 
called the dark continent. The 
area that comes under the 
survey of the report comprises a 
vast tract of land nearly equal 
in extent to half of Europe. Itis 
fertile and rich in everything 
that would make its possessors 
great, There 10 equal section 
of the earth's surface that 
excels in potential value those 
Jands that have thus come undec 
the sway of Britain, Since 
history began these places have 
been, shrouded in mystery. Men 
are still living who can remem- 
ber the discovery of the source 
of the Nile, the river that had, 
for millenniums, flowed out ot 
the unknown across the desert 
and through Egypt to the sea. 
Livingstone devoted his life to 
opening up a road into the heart 
of Africa in the hope that by so 
doing he would kill the slave 
tyade and heal the “open sore” 
the world. Stanley's expendi- 
Pn to find Livingstone in 1871 
threw a flood of light into the 
dark corners of the hidden land, 
Ceci} Rhodes added his part and 
when the Cape to Cairo railway 
began to push its way north into 
‘the hitherto impenetrable bush 
the map of Africa was an open 
book, The great game of war 
was played in Africa under 
conditions no less trying than 
in other theatres and Generals 
Smuts and Botha added new 
laurels to their names and the 
peace conference mandated the 
conquered territories to be 

administered by Great Britain. 


‘The nation shoulders the new 
responsibility with an easy 
insoucianee, but that is merely 
beceuse the ordinary citizen has 
no conception of the natui 
of the problems involved 
administering an immense 
trict, as large as several 
European countries, with 
sparse population, which h 
barely reached the kindergarten 
stage of development, ‘The 
Colonial Secretary was in the

‘This document pro- 
claims the magna charta of East 
‘Africa, ‘The settler there may 
[develop the land but he may not 
exploit the native to his hurt. 
The pioneer is worthy of his 
hire and without him the native 
must remain for ever in the 
backward state in which he now 
is, but his working must be 
done in such fashion that while 
prospering himself his prosperity 
shall further the interests of 
the African tribes. 


Chinese propagandists often 
charge us with imperialism and 
by this they mean the enslave- 
‘ment of the more backward 
races with whom we come in 
contact. But here in East Africa 
‘a case in point. There is no 
trade there, We will go and

DEMOCRACY 


DISREPUTE 
Apr. 2. 

Democracy has been con- 
temptuously called by Mussolini 
“the pale goddess” and it is 
remarkable how many people, 
besides the Duce’s compatriots, 
have lost for the moment any 
pretensions to a democratic form 
‘of government, and apparently 
all desire for it, In fact, the 
inhabitants of ‘several states 
have made so little complaint 
about the loss of their theoret- 
ical liberties that it is quite clear 
that they set little store about 
such things. The French Re- 
volution at the close of the 
eighteenth century started the 
democratic movement on the 
continent of Europe, and much 
‘as the sansculottes were held in 
detestation by the governing 
bodies in other countries the 


IN 











movement continued to grow all 


‘through the nineteenth, reaching 
its peak during the early years 
of the present century. Several 
countries acquired or revised 
existing constitutions, and in 
despotic lands such as Germany 
and Russia concessions, real or 
pretended, were granted to the 
supposed demands of the people. 
‘Then the idea of democracy 
spread to coloured races. China 
rebelled against the Manchus 
and declared herself a republic 
while. in India and Egypt 
‘the clamour for representative 
government arose, Even’ the 
negro races of Africa got into 
their minds the idea of se! 
uipa gigantic continental “black™ 
republic, which should oust the 
white man for ever from their 
midst. How Russia went be- 
yond all previous conceptions to 
establish the so-called dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, is fresh 
in every memory. There were 
and are visionaries in other 
lands, blinded by the Soviet’s 
claims and reckless of the 
appalling degradation which 
Lenin and his associates had 
brought upon the great help- 
less country, who affected 
enthusiasm for the works of 
Bolshevism, just as Wordsworth 
and Coleridge praised the works 
of the French Revolution. But 
the common sense of the average 
mon saw clearly enough that the 
30 called dictatorship of the 
proletariat was in fact that of 
‘a small infatuated junta, the 
cruellest, maddest, most oppress- 
ive tyranny that’ ever afflicted 
a hapless people. ‘This outstand- 
ing illustration of the last 
excesses of democracy set men 
thinking of the menacing deve- 
lopment of popular “ballot box” 
power in their own lands, The 
moment was ripe for the revivat 
‘of personal government which 
had long been foreseen by many 
thinkers ag the inevitable out- 
come of revulsion against mob 
rule which was sooner or later 
to be expected.

Some onlookers 
were cautious and only hoped 
for small things, but even they

in name, and in what particular- 
ly form ’of government China is 
now to be classed, it would 
puzzle the best students of 
political science to say. What 
‘the average Chinese wants to- 
day more than ever is to b> 
allowed to go about his work in 
peace and quietness and to reap 
the fruit of his labours, But 
that is precisely what the poli- 
tician will not allow him to do. 
If a Mussolini were to arise in 
China and take full control of 
stairs, guaranteeing peace and 
security to life and property, ke 
would be hailed with rapture 
from one end of China to the 
other, She would not get a

Napoleon, in the plenitude of 
his power, felt that he could 
brook no rival and ordered that 
no auiceessor should be appoint- 
ed to Pope Pius VI who died in 
1799. But the Congress of 
Vienna restored the states of the 
Church and this lasted for thirty 
years until 1848, that year of 
Yevolutions, when the Pope fled 
to Gacta and Mazzini and Gari- 
baldi ruled Rome for a short six 
months. A French army restor- 
ed the Pope to his. temporal 
sovereignty and he was support 
‘ed by France until 1870 when

Aliens Within the Order 

2. Any alien ordered deported

‘ransportation were defrayed or of 
the place to which he doported 
‘This brings within the mandatori

Mir. Hasegawa on Protests which have as Much Effect on 
4. Pyovisional Court Judges “As Water on a Duck’s Back:” 


Sequel to Sentence for 


i ‘An important ruling concerning 
‘procedure in the Provisional Court| 
‘was made on April 4 by the Senior 
Consul’s Deputy, Mr, Hasegawa, con- 
cerning the trial of the murderers 
ef M. Bievez, a. Belgian subject, 
who was shot dead at a cotton mill 
‘at ‘which he was employed, white 
Taying out wages to labourers on 
New “Year's Eve. Considerable 
Dispute as to Belgian extra-terri- 
torial rights occurred in this case 
‘The Deputy's ruling, which contains 
‘trenchant eriticisms of the attitude 
of the judges at the Provisional 
Court, is self-explanatory in this 
connection. It follows in full: — 

To begin with, this is not a 
protest—not one of those statement 
which have as much effect on the 
Learned Judges as water on a 
uck's back, ‘though there is no 
‘reason why this should be so, But 
this is my ruling which I’ make 
with due power and is binding on 
the parties to the action, It is idle 
to say, if ever said, that @ ruling 
made by the Deputy alone without | 
the Judge’s concurrence is vold. 
Because where the Judge and the 
Deputy ore sitting jointly, if the 
Judge insists on parsing a sentence

rngree, the latter has no means to 
atop it, and it becomes his duty,

Judgment Disagreed With 

In view of this peculiar unpre- 
cedented difficulty as aforesaid, it 
is only fair, and the only thing to 
‘be done, that the judgment should 
be reserved pending the settlement 
of the dispute, In spite of my re- 
peated requests, this measure was 
rejected, and the learned Judge has 
delivered judgment to which I do 
not agree. Therefore, I do hereby 
most reluctantly make the follow. 
ing ruling, namely:— 

(2) That the exeeution of the 
Judgment whieh the learned Judge 
has. just delivered’ shall be sus- 
pended pending the settlement of 
the question whether Belgian sub- 
Jeets have extraterritorial rights oF 
hot. 

(2) That in the event of the en-

future changes in the status of the 
Settlement, ‘was strongly of the| 
opinion that it should be safeguard- 
ed from all possibility of interfer- 
cence. ‘The Committee, therefore, de-| 
sires the Council to realize that its 
underlying motive in recommending | 
the sale outright was that it eon- 




















led | Sidered it to be in the best interests | 


of the Couneil and the community’ 
that the Department should be 
placed in such a position as to en- 
able it to function independently 
of political and other influences 
‘which might impair its efficiency. 


Acceptance Recommended 


In the committee's view, the best 
‘means to achieve this end is to| 
place its control in the hands of an 
International group, a group suf- 
ficiently strong and well-acquainted 
with tho operation of electricity’ 
undertakings. At the same time,| 
the committee wish to emphasize| 
that they were not prepared to re- 
‘commend a sale unless the consum- 
er was safeguarded and the price 
offered attractive, and, in_ thelr| 
opinion, the offer made by the In- 
ternational Group is a very advant- 
ageous one, and they have no hesita- 
tion in recommending its acceptance, 
fs they feel that with the experience 
this group has in operating electric 
ity undertakings in various ports of 
the world, the present efficiency of 
the Municipal Electricity Depart- 
ment will be maintained and possib- 
ly improved upon, 

‘The question of the leasing of 
the Blectricity Department was 
gone into very thoroughly and the 
Hon, Mr. R. D. Denman was given 
‘a special hearing at the meeting of 
the Electricity Special Committee 
(1929) on March 21, in addition to 
the interview he had on March 4 
when the draft of the proposed 
franchise memorandum was discuss- 
ed with him.

Chinese boycott activities against 
the Japanese in the Philippines have 
resulted in a considerable decrease 
in imports from Japan and a eor- 
responding inerease in imports from 
China, states the Chinese Consul- 
General Ar. 11. K. Kwong. Statist- 
ies prepared by the Consul’s office 
show that, during the months from 
September, 1927, to January, 1928, 
inclusive, there was an increase in 
China's trade with the Philippines 
of P.766,637 During the same period 
there was a decrease in Japan’ 
trade by P-2,200,645. The Philippine 
peso may be taken as an approxi- 

te equivalent of the Chinese 
dollar, oF almost exactly halt the 
‘American dollar. Because of fluctua- 
tion, particularly in the Mexican 
dollar, figures are given in the 
original pesos.

Alarming Street Accident 


What might havo proved a much

Of course, as is always the caso, 
thore is some hiteh in any trade 
boom of this nature, {t is impos- 
sible to-buy coal in London, except 
at the rate of 50s. per ton for kit- 
chen coal, as against 25s. delivered 
in the colliery districts. The rea-

merchants are unable to handle the 
stocks delivered at the railway sid- 
ings, which are full up with load- 
ed trucks. Already meny_collier- 
ies are complaining that they can- 
not get trucks, to carry the sup- 
plies «which have been ordered.

During the last six 
anonths, the mid-north coast section

during a severe drought, The coun- 
try was parched, hardly a blade 
‘cf grass being visible, while its 
reeks were empty. Then, like a 
Kolt from the blue, the rain came. 
‘And such vain! Preceded by a 
severe clap of thunder, the storm 
developed to such intensity that 
Valls of lightning rolled along the 
streets nnd stabbing savage darts 
from the heavens struck houses and 
trees, ‘Then the vain fell as if 
spilled from a huge tank, Towns 
‘were flooded and miles of country 
devastated, The rain gauges began 
to measure fect, not inches. Maize 
crops were destroyed and large 
tracts of ploughed country washed 
‘of every inch of fertile soll, leaving 
Darren clay paddocks for their wn- 
Jortunate owners to till in the 
Suture years. Cattle, sheep, and 
pigs were drowned, besides the loss 
cof at least six human beings. 
In the rich Manning area Taxee 
Estate, one of the best sections of 
soMhe district was inundated to a 
depth of 12 feet, At Wauchope, the 
Hastings River overflowed and’ the 
“farmers in its neighbourhood were 
only reseued after extreme difficulty, 
‘the houses of the rescued families 
disappearing under the — swirling 
waters. In Kempsey, in the valley 
of the Macleay river, 26 inches fell; 
in the mountains at the back of 
Kempsey, it is estimated that over 
40 inches fell.

‘The passenger steamer Chnberra 
‘and the cargo steamer Ulooloo also 
picked up the message and hastened 
{o the assistance of the Kanowna. 
But the credit of the reseue remains 
solely with the Mackarra. The. 
first message of the disaster wa 
veecived at 8.50 p.m, which simply. 
gave the position of the ship and 
the fact that it was leaking badly. 
The second message arrived at 945 
Dam stating that the passengers 
Were being transferred to the 
Mackarra, and that the Kanown: 
was making water in its engine- 
room, “A Inter message stated that| 
all the passengers had been saved, 
but the crew were remaining with 
the vessel. This report relieved the 
minds of the relatives and friends 
of the passengers on the Kanowna, 
who from the very first message 
were consumed with anxiety. 

It is not yet reported as to wh 
ther the Kanowna can be safely 
towed off the rocks, although the

A surprisingly well-edited and 
printed review is the “St. John’s 
Echo,” which first appeared in 1889; 
‘but the present issue is given a 
new and perhaps more suitable 
form. The “Echo” seeks to publish 
articles dealing with opinions but 
it demands, firat of all, impartiality, 
an ideal almost unattainable, for 
human beings who think at all are 
seldom impartial, ‘The “Echo” does 
not confine itself to China, for in 
this issue there isan article on 
‘Thomas Hardy and an essay on the 
“Statesmanship of Pericles,” which 
are not as satisfying 2s the efforts 
‘at explaining China. ‘The present 
issue is a composite of some ably 
‘written reviews and a few sopho- 
morie-papers which should perhaps 
hhave: been detained in the class- 
room, where they belong. Inter- 
spersed are the usual trivialities of 
the great, which lower the tone of 
the publication. It ought to be a 
rule-among editors that if the great 
are too lazy to justify their great- 
ness, white paper and printer's ink. 
‘should at least be saved, 

Easily the most important article 
in the present issue is “Financial 
and: Economie Reconstruction,” by 
‘Mr. Chen Ping-tsang-Mr. Chen here 
‘summarizes the work and policies 
of the Ministry of Finance during 
the term of Mr, T, V. Soong. He 
tells the:story stage, by stage from 
the: National Economie Conference 
in June to the Financial Conference 
in Joly. At the National Economic 
Conference; public-spirited citizens 
drew up.a’ programme of economic 
‘and finaneial reconstruction, which 
‘was supplemented by the July 
Conference of financial officials. The 
General Programme for the Minis- 
try of Finance is given in full and 
it is followed by an account of Mr. 
‘Soong’s efforts to have it implement- 
fed at the Fifth Plenary Session. 
Mr. Chen records only what th 
Ministry of Finance tried to do; 
he does not deal at all with the 
failure of th National Government 
and the Kuomintang to support the 
Ministry in its efforts, 

‘Throughout the account, runs the 
thread of the Budget. At each 
meeting, on every possible occasion, 
Mr. Soong advocates the adoption 
of the Budget. But the Budget is 
not adopted. “A committeo is. ap- 
pointed, but it rarely meets. One 
‘cannot ‘here reproduce Mr. Chen's 
article, but it can be recommended 
as the best summary of the financial 
situation and of the history of the 
present Ministry of Finance.
